Belief Grows That Petersburg
Musician Was Not Killed

in Accident.

INVESTIGATION CONTINUES

Incidents Come to Light Which
Make His Disappearance

More Puzzling.

Paulo Mora,
in or near Washington, on Saturday j
night a telegram purporting to l.e j
signed *y Dr. 1'aulo Mara, sent from
Baltimore, was raeettred by tin- f>v.!

. hurch. staling that Carlo Mora wan,
Injured in an automobile accident neari
J-aurel. Md.. Friday afternoon, had
died Saturday morning In a hospital'

j faculty and trustees have determined
to place the entire plant In operation
for one r.lght. and to show their
friends what modern medical educa¬
tion really means. invitatio!. are
now being issued in the form of a

handsomely engraved atnd decorated
card bearing a miniature photograph of
the monument to Hunter McGulre, on

one side of which is a picture of the
old structure in Which the great sur¬

geon founded the institution twenty
years ago, and on the other side a

view of the spledid new building, over

which his son presides to-day. The
cards, which are also in the nature of
an acknowledgement of assistance and
interest, are being sent chiefly to those
who contributed to the rebuilding
fund, physicians of the city and
prominent local educators will be the
special guests of the faculty.
